The prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest a data processing device that has a first 
processing unit having an integer calculation function, and a second processing unit controlled 
by the first processing unit. The second processing unit includes a multiplier for performing 
an integer data calculation and a fixed-point data calculation in response to a first instruction 
and a second instruction, respectively, from the first processing unit, and outputs a required bit 
length of the data from the higher-order side of a register when executing a second instruction 
on data whose bit length is shorter than the bit length of the register in the second processing 
unit.
